The editors of Oklahoma will not 
soon forget the m anner in which the 
little city of Pawhuska exended he 
glad hand to them Sunday. The en­ 
tertainm ent 
of 
the fraternity 
cost 
the citizens of the thriving 
young 
town some little money, but that was 
not taken into consideration by those 
hospitable people. 
A special 
train 
was 
run 
from 
Bartlesville *o Nelagony 
via. 
the 
Katy, and at this point the party was 
was furnished a special by the Mid­ 
land Valley and the trip continued to ’ 
Pawhuska, some five or 
six 
miles 
away. 
At Pawhuska the brass band 
w as on hand to lend its aid in en- 
tentam ing the visitors, and every ve­ 
hicle in the city was employed in 
transporting them to the Indian vill­ 
age, two miles away. where the In­ 
dians were to give a stomp dance. 
I he dance was held in a large pa­ 
vilion which is evidently the gather­ 
ing place of the Indians. 
Chief Ba­ 
con Rind opened the ceremonies with 
a brief address of welcome, in his na­ 
tive tongue, which was interpreted 
by Joe Buffalo Hide, a graduate of 
Ca ri is Ie. 
He made 
some 
rem arks 
about the tribe and 
its 
changeing 
mode of living, and struck a respons­ 
ive cord in the hearts of his hear­ 
ers when he stated that the Osages 
had plenty for their support, did not 
have to work and therefore saw' no 
special reason for doing so, although 
sometimes urged to im itate the white 
men in that particular. 
This state­ 
ment brought prolonged applause and 
laughter. 
About a dozen Indians in gorgeous 
costume*—except one, whose 
attire 
would have been considered rather 
scanty even at a fancy 
dress 
hall, 
then performed their dance in a ring 
sit rounding a drum corps of seven In 
d ans, each of whom pounded with 
two sticks on a big raw hide drum, 
all the while keeping up a sort of 
song or chant. 
It was interesting to 
note the varying modes 
of 
dress 
am ong the seven 
drum m ers. * Two 
still clung to their blankets, one or 
two wore collars and cravets, and 
at least one was - Carlisle graduate. 
who speaks English perfectly. The 
dancers, however, were much as the 
Indian is represented in illustrated 
story books. 
After the dance had been conclud­ 
ed, the visitors were whisked back 
to tow'n, where a bountiful dinner 
was served at the Indian school dor­ 
m itory. 
Over 300 guests were seated 
about the tables and the ladies of 
Pawhuska were very 
attentive 
to 
t em. 
At the close of the meal a 
flower was given each as a souven­ 
ir of the occasion. 
The dinner was 
given by the woman’s clubs and cer­ 
tainly reflected credit on their abilitv 
as weI1 as bounteous hospitality 
Editor J. A.

the prim e movers in having the edit­ 
ors visit his town and he seemed to 
be everywhere at once all the time 
they were there.

K abaktcha Village, near Tchatalja. 
—Owing partly to the fear of bloody 
vengeance to come for the horrors of 
this war, 
partly 
to 
more 
natural 
causes, great m igratory changes are 
taking place in th at rich eastern sec­ 
tion of Turkey 
in 
Europe 
through 
w hich the Bulgurs sw ept on th eir hur­ 
ricane storm to T chatalja. 
Though 
from all appearances the old regim e 
of m urder, m utilation and injustice 
will soon be forever ended, the fear- 
struck Turkish population is moving 
southw ard again tow ard Asia Minor, 
whence it cam e, while 
the 
Bulgar 
peasant* of the T chatalja d istrict are 
fleeing as nervously 
north. 
Amid 
these scenes of exodus, one is led to 
think It may yet not be too late to 
bring some order in the Balkan racial 
chaos. 
M eanwhile, the T urks have waged 
the present conflict in th eir old style 
burning, violating, m assacring. 
Al­ 
most at the B ulgarian frontier the 
atrocious tale begins. 
Well, the m om ent the w ar was de­ 
clared the T urks began to loot and 
burn the Bulgar villages. 
But 
as 
the stern soldiers from 
the 
north 
pressed down. winning victory after 


’v i c t o r y , 
Turkish population, per­ 
haps rightly fearing vengeance in kind 
from the men who found their blood 
kin wronged and slain right and left, 
set off on a frantic m igration to Con­ 
stantinople, w here they arrived in the 
pitiable state already known to the 
world. 
Of such T urks as stayed be­ 
hind the Bulgar* felt forced to kill 
some. 
O thers they put to work with 
the arm y transports, still others they 
j left in peace, th eir villages Intact, 
ju st as one finds also Bulgar villages 
intact 
w here the T urks did not have 
tim e to do a thorough job. 
"W e expected,’’ said a Bulgar officer 
with whom I talked at T chatalja, “to 
find a rich and plenteous country aa 
we neared Constantinople. 
WTe found 
Instead—w hat you see, nothing! H ard 
ly a living being! 
U tter 
devastn- 
tion!*’ 
I met an old Bulgarian woman near 
Tchorlu who was the first Red Cross 
I nurse upon the ground after the ter­ 
rible destruction at Laie Burgas. .She 
said that on her way to the field hos­ 
pital she was sent to the succor of a 
Grq^k village where the Turks 
had 
scattered ruin. 
Unlock your w estern 
ears now, and hear the truth. 
She 
found young girls lying naked by the 
roadside nearly dead. 
She found chil­ 
dren stricken down by careless sa­ 
bers. 
A housew ife had been m ur­ 
dered gs she kneaded h er bread, the 
dough still od ber heads. 
Aad la a 
bloody sack the T urks had gathered— 
women’s breasts! 
It Is not difficult to verify 
such 
stories. 
They are common 
knowl­ 
edge here. 
The Bulgar peasant has 
no imagination. 
He tells what he 
sees. 
I will give one more example. 
According to the 
Mohammedan re­ 
ligion, pork is unclean and is forbid­ 
den. 
For a Turk to kill a pig is thus 
considered a special insult to a Chris­ 
tian. 
The advancing Bulgars found 
many pigs shot down or stabbed in 
farm yards 
The Bulgars began the w ar in a 
hum ane spirit, ss such term s go in 
war tim e. 
But not a soldier in that 
arm y of 400,000 is ignorant now of 
certain fiendish evidence his comrades 
have witnessed. 
In the fighting at 
Tchatalja, the Bulgars, having ad­ 
vanced during 
the day. were fre­ 
quently obliged to retire at night, leav­ 
ing their wounded on the field. 
When 
the 
next day’s fortunes 
brought them again over the same 
ground they found only stripped bod­ 
ies gruesomely hacked, while the of­ 
ficers’ corpses had been mutilated In 
a way so much more disgusting 
anything I have hitherto mentioned 
that I cannot even write of it. I think 
even kindly people In their tranquil 
homes across the world in America 
will understand the reason now, when 
I add tbit should the war continue, 
no more Turkish wounded will be sent 
north to be nursed In Bulgar hospit­ 
als. 
While the Bulgars pass hereaft­ 
er there will be no Turkish wounded. 
Doubtless there 
are 
many 
good 
Turks. No one who has seen the pele 
and delicate faces of the Moslem wom­ 
an refugees can look on them without 
pity. 
But the basic fact remains 
The ways of the Turk ore not the 
ways of Europe. 


Los Angeles, Cal —T hat 50 per c e n t 
of the cases of trouble betw een mon 
and wife, which form erly would have 
ended in divorce and the breaking up 
of a home, now end in reconciliation 
under the system of “divorceiess’’ ali­ 
mony, is the statem en t of Hugh C. 
Gibson, chief probation 
officer; 
and 
th at a much larger percentage could 
be saved from divorce if a larger staff 
and m ore m eans were obtainable is 
the opinion he advances as a result 
of trying this system for two years. 
The ‘divorceless’’ alim ony consists 
in the paym ent of alim ony w ithout di­ 
vorce proceedings, and has been in 
effect since January I, 1911. when it 
becam e a law th at failure to provide 
Is a felony. 
Before th at tim e the only 
redress a woman had on this ground 
was divorce. 
Now she m ay apply to 
the courts or the probation depart­ 
m ent, if there are children, on 
the 
ground of felony—and “hubby” m ust 
pay up, the altern ativ e being the rock 
pile. 
And lf he goes on the rock pile at 
$1.50 a day—m ore than - the average 
man m akes, according to Gibson—the 
court collects the entire am ount and 
pays it to his wife and children. 
I believe fully half our cases are 
saved from divorce now,” said 
Mr. 
Gibson. 
“In a year we m ust average 
500 cases where there is 
failure to 
provide; we easily save 250 out of 
th at num ber from 
divorce. 
Unless 
the trouble is very real and 
hard 
a man s h eart is apt to soften tow ard 
his wife and 
babies within a few 
m onths, and in five per cent, of the 
cases, within sixty or ninety days he 
m akes overtures of peace and effects 
a reconciliation. 
Of course we con­ 
tinue to keep supervision 
over 
the 
fam ilies— particularly 
if 
there 
ore 
children. 
And som etim es the peace 
business doesn’t go, and they are back 
on our hands; but usually it sucks, 
and instead of a divorce a ruined home 
and children w ithout a father, there Is 
a happy home with everything as it 
should be. 
“In the last year we have handled 
approximately $15,000 in this divorce­ 
less alimony money. 
We cannot take 
more than sixty per cent, of a m an’s 
earnings, and we have no set ratio. 
The am ount is fixed in accordance not 
only with w hat he m akes but with his 
wife’s condtUoa, the num ber of chil­ 
dren, and other m atters affecting their 
needs. 
“Could we handle oth er specific di­ 
vorce charges, such as drunkenness, 
or affinities,’ and save fifty per c e n t?

London.—Lecturing 
at the 
Royal 
institute on "Heredity of Sex," Prof. 
Bateson relates some curious facts 
which have been discovered as a re­ 
sult of examining several generations 
of a fam ily in which color-blindness 
appeared.

very rarely found and she always is 
a daughter of a color blind man. 
Her 
sons and daughters would be normal,

A curious anomaly with reference 
to color-blindness appeared in twins. 
They were girls, exactly alike In ap­ 
pearance. but one was color-blind ma 
the other was not.

Bateson said there is a popular be­ 
lief that sons in certain respects took 
ofter mothers and daughters after 
fathers.
